A and C, the date stamp is indicated on the 
first article of Vol. 18 of the Journal of Lightwave Technology of April 2000, which is a 
different article than the Ramadan publication, which was also published in the same issue. 
Applicants direct the Examiner's attention to Exh. B, which shows the table of contents of Vol. 
18, and indicates that on page 579 the Ramadan publication begins, and on page 461 the article 
shown in Exhs. A and C begins. Thus, Exhs. A-C indicate a date of public accessibility less 
than one-year prior to the filing of the instant application. Accordingly, since the burden of 
proof rests with the Examiner, the rejection should be withdrawn.
